Floatj^ur way 
past CTA reroutes 

At least one Chicago company is glad workers are tearing up Wacker 
Drive and rerouting CTA buses near the Ogilvie Transportation Cen- 
ter and Union Station. 

Gregg Pupecki, director of sales and marketing for the Chicago 
Water Taxi, said he expects a flood of passengers when his taxis start 
running in two weeks. 

“When we start up this year, I do think weTl have a huge demand 
because of the Wacker Drive construction,” Pupecki told Going 
Public. “It’s a great alternative.” 

Pupecki said demand was so great last year, the company added a 
third water taxi to its fleet. The taxis travel along the Chicago River 
and make four stops: at Michigan Avenue near Trump Tower; between 
LaSalle and Clark streets; Madison Street near the Ogilvie Transporta- 
tion Center; and Chinatown near i8th Street. 

Ridership in 2010 grew 25 percent to more than 250,000 riders, 
Pupecki said, and he expects to see another 25 percent boost this year 
because the Wacker Drive construction project that began in January 
is slated to affect 13 CTA bus routes until June, at least. 

The water taxi company will begin ferrying passengers March 12 for the 
St. Patrick’s Day parade downtown. Regular service will start March 14. 

All but two of the CTA bus routes affected by Wacker Drive con- 
struction saw their weekday ridership decline last month compared 
with January 2010. 

Between 50 and 100 commuters can fit on the taxis, said Pupecki, 
who recommends riders show up to the stop on time because the fer- 
ries stick to their schedules. Timetables can be found at 

chicagowatertaxi.com . 

The taxi charges $2 for a single-ride pass for all routes except the 
Michigan Avenue to Chinatown route, which is $4. A 10 -ride pass 
costs $16, and a 31-day pass, which is new this year, costs $45. 

Eating and drinking is allowed on board the ferries. Alcohol is 
served on the weekends, though Pupecki said the company is “work- 
ing on” getting alcohol service on the weekdays. 

Said Pupecki: “It’s a fun, fast and friendly way to get to and from 
the train station.” 

Give him a hand? 

In his acceptance speech last week. Mayor-elect Rahm Emanuel said 
he visited “no T stops around the city” during his campaign. Actually, 
he shook hands at 56 CTA stations, some of them multiple times, ac- 
cording to a Hst of stops his campaign staff provided CP 

Emanuel’s go-to stop during the campaign? The Clark/Lake station, 
which he visited six times, more than any other stop. Meanwhile, he 
rarely visited the Green and Pink lines, visiting the former one time 
exclusively and the latter not at all exclusively Go to redeyechicago.

And the hottest biking spot in Chicago is .... 

The 6oo block of North Milwaukee Av- 
enue? 

That’s right, according to a new study that 
has plotted the most popular streets for city 
cyclists. That residential and commercial 
stretch between Erie and Ohio streets near 
the Kennedy Expressway is where it’s at. A 
high of 3,121 bicyclists were counted on a ran- 
dom September day in 2009 as part of the 
Chicago Department ofTransportation’s first 
bike-count study which was released Monday 

“I definitely have seen it,” Sheila McDon- 
ald, 38, of West Town said Monday while trav- 
eling in the area. “Of all the streets to ride, 
this is probably one of the safer ones.” 

Three thousand-plus bikers over 24 hours 
is a big, big number. Look at it this way: Bi- 
cyclists accounted for 22 percent of all traffic 
passing by that location on Milwaukee Ave- 
nue, according to the study The average daily 
motor vehicle traffic count there was 11,117 
2006. The 22 percent bike share casts a large 
shadow over a citywide average of less than 
2 percent bikes on the road. 

The number of bikes counted dropped to 
2,083, still a respectable 16 percent bicycle- 
mode share, when a second count was con- 
ducted at 640 N. Milwaukee as the weather 
turned colder in November 2009. 

“Those numbers are pretty incredible,” said 
Ron Burke, executive director of the non- 
profit Active Transportation Alliance. “It’s a 
function of having a bike lane there, popula- 
tion density and a community where biking is 
extremely popular.” 

The bike counts were conducted at 26 lo- 
cations citywide on weekdays in the summer 
and fall of 2009 using automated pneumatic 
tube devices designed to count bicycles but 
not motorized vehicles. All except two of the 
locations are marked with on-street bikeways. 

The study confirmed ample anecdotal 
evidence pointing to thousands of bicyclists 


traveling Chicago streets each weekday, of- 
ficials said. 

“These are numbers that you wouldn’t 
have seen a few years ago,” CDOT spokes- 
man Brian Steele said. He credited the city’s 
recent push to increase bike lanes by 8 miles 
each year. 

Mayor-elect Rahm Emanuel has said he 
thinks Chicago could do even better. Eman- 
uel said one of his top transportation priori- 
ties will be to build 25 miles of new bike lanes 
annually 

The data from the study, which will be con- 
ducted annually as part of Chicago’s Bike 2015 
master plan for bicycling (bike2015plan.org), 
will be used to determine where to invest next 
in creating bike lanes across Chicago, Steele 
said. 


The Bike 2015 plan’s two top goals are to 
increase bicycle use, so that 5 percent of all 
trips of less than five miles are by bicycle; and 
to reduce the number of bicycle injuries by 
50 percent from current levels. 

The plan also proposes a 500 -mile bikeway 
network that connects within a half-mile of 
every Chicago resident. Today Chicago has 
more than 100 miles of on-street bike lanes 
and more than 155 miles of signed bike routes. 

There’s a lot of room for improvement to 
get more people out of their cars, at least for 
some short trips, and onto bicycles. Over- 
all, bicycles make up less than 2 percent of 
all vehicles on Chicago streets, according to 
CDOT. 

“The study confirmed what we thought— 
that Chicago is seeing growing bike traffic. 


even though the mode share on some streets 
is relatively small,” Steele said. 

More than 200 bicyclists were counted dai- 
ly at 17 of the 26 locations studied. Additional 
locations where higher numbers of bicyclists 
were recorded include 1325 N. Wells St., 1616 
N. Milwaukee Ave. and 2710 S. Halsted St., 
the study found. 

No doubt, bike lanes attract bicyclists, as 
the study demonstrated a link between biking 
infrastructure the city has put in place and the 
high number of cyclists on those routes. All 
the high-count locations are along city-des- 
ignated bicycle routes that are marked with 
either on-street bike-only lanes, combination 
bus-bike lanes or as a shared route for vehicles 
and bikes.

Biking: Chicagoans love it or hate it. But what’s the hold-up for 
people who don’t peddle? 

“The perception of traffic danger is the No. i reason people 
cite for not biking on streets,” said Dan Persky, education direc- 
tor at the Active Transportation Alliance, which advocates for safer 
streets in the Chicago area. 

To that end, a new type of bike lane is being designed for Chica- 
go to boost the confidence of cyclists that it’s safe to ride on streets 
without fear of being struck by vehicles. 

The special lane is called a cycle track, and it’s unlike the regular 
marked bicycle lanes that run next to vehicle traffic lanes and are 
separated only by paint on pavement. 

The key to a cycle track is a physical barricade, such as a con- 
struction barrier or a raised concrete planter box located to the left: 
of the bikes-only lane. The curb or a sidewalk would exist to the 
right of the cycle track, and all motorized vehicles— whether mov- 
ing or parked— would be on the left: of the cycle track barricade. 

The Chicago Department of Transportation recently received 
a $3.2 million federal grant to build and test a cycle track. A sec- 
tion of Stony Island Avenue, between 69th and 77th streets, was 
selected for the experiment. Construction is expected in 2014. 

The cycle track will be wider than a traditional 5-foot bike lane 
to provide space for whatever type of concrete barrier is chosen, 
officials said. 

The Stony Island cycle track would be the first in Chicago. Cycle 
tracks are becoming increasingly common in other bicycle- friend- 
ly cities as a tool to encourage more travel by bike and less car use, 
especially on shorter trips. 

Peter Nelson, 23, a cyclist from "\ 5 C^cker Park, said he thinks the 
tracks would encourage more bikers, but “I don’t know if it would 
be safer.” 

He said a cyclist could still get into an accident in a separate bike 
lane. “Because you’re out of the way you’re out of mind.”

Columbia teacher 
says he was the 
mystery tweeter

Dan Sinker, a journalism teacher at 
Columbia College, says he was behind 
the fictitious Twitter account @IVIayor 
Emanuel, a foul-mouthed double of the 
real candidate and mayor-elect Rahm 
Emanuel. 

Sinker tells The Atlantic magazine his 
punk rock attitude and deep interest 
in Chicago politics led him to take on 
Emanuel’s persona. 

“My wife has asked me, ‘Why did you 
actually start tweeting?’ And for the life 
of me I can’t remember,” Sinker told the 
magazine. “I remember I was at home. I 
think everyone had gone to bed. And I 
remembered, ‘Oh, I have that account. 
This might be kind of funny’ ” 

During the campaign, the tweets were 
popular for their absurdity and inces- 
sant profanity— the latter drawn from 
Emanuel’s real-life affinity for four-letter 
words. And the make-believe Emanuel 
was prolific, posting nearly 2,000 tweets 
since late September. 

The virtual Emanuel complained 
that he didn’t know it was OK to 
bring a ventriloquist’s dummy to a de- 
bate. And he marveled at a tiny model 
of Tokyo somebody gave him and 
couldn’t wait to crush it while wearing 
a Godzilla suit. 

The fake Emanuel even echoed the 
dismay of Chicago Bears fans with Jay 
Cutler when the quarterback left the 
NEC championship game early in the 
second half because of an injury “Hey 
Cutler, my knee hurt before I had to 
dance ‘Swan Lake’ once. And you know 
what? I [bleeping] danced the [bleep] 
out of it.” 

Now that the cat is out of the bag, 
Emanuel (the real one) says he will keep 
his commitment to donate $5,000 to the 
charity of Sinker’s choice. Details will 
follow in the coming days. 

Columbia journalism student Cari 
Mirretti said she was stunned when she 
learned through Twitter (where else?) 
that her teacher was the fake Emanuel. 

“I squealed when I found out,” said 
Mirretti, who had Sinker for an intro- 
duction to journalism class last semester. 
“It’s so crazy; I can’t believe it.”

U.S. squeezes Gadhafi 


WASHINGTON The U.S. moved warships and 
aircraft closer to Libya on Monday and froze 
$30 billion in assets, ramping up pressure on what a 
top U.S. envoy called a “delusional” Moammar Gad- 
hafi to relinquish power. 

In the hardest-hitting U.S. denunciation yet of Lib- 
ya’s leader, U.S. ambassador to the UN. Susan Rice 
said Gadhafi is “disconnected from reality,” is “slaugh- 
tering his own people” and is unfit to lead. 

The U.S. also pressed Gadhafi’s inner circle to 
abandon their leader. 

“%u have to think very very seriously which side 
you want to be on. ... You will be held accountable,” 
White House spokesman Jay Carney said. 

In the meantime, U.S. authorities are putting the 
financial squeeze on Gadhafi to pressure him to go.

Maybe he knew 
exactly what he was 
doing when he took 
his talents to South 
Beach. Maybe leaving 
Cleveland was harder 
than he made it look. 

Maybe he couldn’t 
care less that Michael 
Jordan, Larry Bird 
and Alagic Johnson 
are on record that 
they never would have made the same deci- 
sion. 

Muffled in all the backlash over James’ 
summer PR disaster— he was booed relent- 
lessly at the United Center on Thursday— is 
that he’s still the two-time reigning league 
MVP. It’s not an accident that the Heat have 
gone 34-9 since a “nightmarish” 9-8 start, or 
that he’s averaging 26.2 points, 7.5 rebounds 
and 7.2 assists this season. 

When James joined Dwyane Wade and 
Chris Bosh in Miami, it ignited the “he’ll 
forever be a sidekick” talk. Not so fast. Scot- 
tie Pippen had Jordan’s back for all six Bixlls 
championships.

The good news for the producers of “Two and 
a Half Men” is that CharHe Sheen’s meltdown 
happened during the show’s eighth season, 
and not the first. 

With 177 episodes in the can, the hit show 
can live on for years in reruns, throwing 
off cash in syndication revenue for Warner 
Bros.— and plenty of spending money for the 
troubled actor. 


“ ‘Two and a Half Men’ Mil bring in more 
than $600 million in syndication for Warner 
Bros. Television” in the years to come, said 
Brad Adgate, senior vice president of research 
at Horizon Media. 

Industry insiders estimate that the show al- 
ready has grossed $400 million in reruns, put- 
ting total syndication fees at a cool $i billion. 

“They have so many seasons of those epi- 
sodes; it’s one of the most successful shows 


in syndication,” said 
David Joyce, media 
analyst for Miller Ta- 
bak.

The beleaguered “Two and a 
Half Men” star escalated his recent 
rants against his former employ- 
ers, demanding a pay raise and 
threatening a lawsuit in a series 
of TV interviews that caused his 
spokesman to quit. 

Sheen, whose erratic behavior 
has put the future of his top-rated 
TV comedy in jeopardy boasted on 
Monday morning talk shows about 
his partying Hfestyle and said he 
was tired of pretending he is not “a 
total frigging rock star from Mars.” 

“I’m tired of pretending like I’m not special,” he said. “Vbu 
can’t process me with a normal brain.” 

Hours later, his longtime L.A. publicist quit working for the 
actor, saying he could no longer do his job. 

“I have worked with CharHe Sheen for a long time and I care 
about him very much. However, at this time. I’m unable to work 
effectively as his publicist and have respectfully resigned,” Stan 
Rosenfield said in a statement. 

Rosenfield has remained publicly silent in recent days in the 
face of Sheen’s self-propelled media onslaught. 

Sheen, who pulls in about $2 milHon an episode and is the high- 
est-paid actor on T^ launched several expletive-filled rants last 
week against “Two and a Half Men” creator Chuck Lorre, causing 
CBS and the show’s makers, Warner Bros. Television, to cancel 
production of the show for the rest of the season. 

On Monday, the 45-year-old actor told ABC news in an inter- 
view aired on “Good Morning America” that he would defend 


himself through “violent hatred” aimed at him, and he felt let 
down the show was stopped. 

“I was actually disappointed,” Sheen said. “People misinter- 
pret my passion for anger.” 

Asked if he would sue, he said: “Wouldn’t you? I don’t 
have a job. I have a whole family to support and love. 

... I am here to collect and they are going to lose.” 

He continued, saying he would sue for “tons.” 

“I’m going to actually put it on a scale and be 
like little more, little more, ahh.’ Add some 
gold; bingo!” Sheen told interviewer Andrea 
Canning. 

He said his attack on producer Lorre, 
which some suggested had anti-Semitic 
overtones, had been misinterpreted. 

“I feel terrible about it,” he said before ad- 
dressing Lorre directly “I just thought, you 
know, after you waiUng on me for eight years, 
that I could, like, take a few shots back.” 

Warner Bros, said it had no comment on 
Sheen’s latest remarks. CBS was silent. \ 

Speculation has been rife about whether 
“Two and a Half Men” would continue next 
season, with or without Sheen’s leading role as 
a womanizing bachelor. 

He told NBC’s “Today” show on Monday 
that returning would require a pay rise, saying 
the roughly $2 milHon per episode he makes 
now is too low. “I am a man of my word, so I will 
finish the TV show I’ll even do Season 10, but at 
this point, [because of} psychological distress, oh 
my God, it’s $3 mil an episode. Take it or leave it,”
